Slave First Black Author

The young black girl, who 
w as brought to Boston. 
Mass., in 1761 at the age of 
seven or eight, became a 
slave in the family of John 
Wheatley. When she arrived 
she couldn’t speak, read, or 
w rite 
English. 
But 
she 
showed such aptitude for 
learning and 
made 
such 
rapid progress that it was 
soon obvious that 
Phillis 
W heatley 
was 
a 
child 
prodigy. 
John 
W heatley, 
her 
master, was a tailor and 
tradesman of enough means 
that he had several slaves. 
He wanted one of them to be 
his wife S u san n ah ’s a t ­ 
tendant and Phillis was 
selected to be trained for this 
task. 
The Wheatley’s had a fine 
home and Mrs. Wheatley has 
been described as “ a woman 


of unusual refinement .” This 
home was known to many 
Bostonians 
of 
fashion, 
culture, and political im­ 
portance. Phillis Wheatley 
had the opportunity to meet 
prominent people, and it is 
clear that they came to 
respect her literary ability. 
Prodigy Emerges 
It was under the tutelage 
of 
John 
W heatley’s 
daughter. Mary, that Phillis 
soon began to emerge as a 
child worthy of special at­ 
tention and instruction. Her 
quickness of 
mind 
and 
eagerness to learn not only 
found favor in the Wheatley 
family, but also won for 
Phillis a reputation as a 
person of unusual ability. 
Many Bostonians came to 
know about her and she was 
accepted as a guest in the 
homes of the 
Wheatleys’ 
friends. 
Contemporaries noted that 
Phillis Wheatley displayed 
rem a rk a b le 
interest 
in 
h i s t o r y , 
g e o g r a p h y , 


astronomy, and Latin. She 
evidently acquired an en­ 
thusiastic acquaintance with 
the most important classics, 
the works of Horace, Virgil, 
and Ovid being particular 
favorites. 
One 
of 
her 
biographers has noted that 
the best libraries in Boston 
were open to this prodigy. 
Little Remembered 
Phillis seems not to have 
remembered much of her 
native land—or at least she 
left no record of memories of 
this sort. It is interesting to 
note, however, that she was 
proud of the fact that among 
the 
authors 
she 
read . 
Terence, at least, was of 
African birth 
It was fortunate for Phillis 
that 
she 
received 
kind 
treatm en t 
from 
the 
Wheatleys. Perhaps because 
of her delicate health she 
had only 
light 
household 
tasks to perform. Her in­ 
tellectual abilities no doubt 
had something to do with it, 
too. For whatever reason. 


I 


she enjoyed 
the 
unusual 
privilege of having both heat 
and light in her own room. It 
would appear that Phillis 
was treated almost as a 
member of the Wheatley 
family. 
Mary Influential 
Mary Wheatley seems to 
have 
been 
most 
friendly 
toward Phillis. When Mary 
married the Reverend John 
Lathrop in 1771, it was a 
m ajo r 
event 
for 
the 
Wheatley family and for the 
young black girl, as well 
Already inclined to religious 
study, piety, and religious 
poetry, Phillis was further 
influenced by the marriage 
of her tutor and friend to a 
minister. 
In a 
tribute to 
Phillis 
W heatley’s 
m ental 
a c ­ 
complishments and moral 
standards, the (Md South 
Church in Boston baptized 
her in 
1771. She was a 
regular communicant of the 
church thereafter. This is 
noteworthy because it had 
not been the usual practice 
for this church to allow this 
status to a slave. 
Poetry Published 


Her ability as a poet was 
seen 
in 
a 
num ber 
of 
broadsides beginning in 1770. 
These 
w ere 
printed 
in 
several 
places and there 
were occasional notices of 
them in the newspapers. 
Because 
of 
her 
poor 
health, the Wheatleys sent 
Phillis on an ocean voyage to 
England 
in 
the 
care 
of 
M ary ’s 
twin 
brother, 
N athaniel, in May 1773. 
Since Phillis had addressed 
a published poem (1770) on 
the great evangelist George 
Whitefield to the Countess of 
Huntingdon, the latter in­ 
troduced the young poet to a 
number of prominent per­ 
sons. 
Her abilities and charm 
won her praise and such gifts 
as 
a 
folio 
edition 
of 
“ Paradise Lost” from the 
Ix>rd Mayor of London and 
S m ollett’s translation of 
“ Don Quixote” 
from 
the 
Earl of Dartmouth

Plastic doors need

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — I have several plastic folding doors in 
my house and the folds are becoming discolored. I have 
tried using many cleaners but nothing removes the yellow. 
The house is heated with an oil wall furnace. Any 
suggestions would be greatly appreciated. — LAURA. 
DEAR LAURA — I presume you have the accordion-type 
folding doors with a plasticized finish. They should be 
cleaned with detergent and warm water. There is now a 
special vinyl spray paint, in several colors, made just for 
such doors that will not crack when they are folded. Ask 
your door dealer if he can obtain this since it is not sold in 
the average retail paint store. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — I have cleaned many old clay flower pots like 
June’s the way a florist told me to do them. Put them in a bucket 
of water with a cup or two of household bleach, let soak and then 
scrub with a brush. I let them soak several days if they are in a 
really bad condition and most come out looking like new. —

DEAR POLLY — I want to tell June that I had a collection of 
old clay flower pots and they were really “grungy" looking. So. 
figuring I had nothing to lose I put them in the dishwasher after 
cleaning off excess clinging bits. One got broken when knocked 
off the rack but the rest came out beautifully and looked like new. 
Be sure to place them so they are secure to avoid breakage. — 
DEE. 
DEAR POLLY — I have a Pet Peeve to air. I wonder why the 
makers of men’s shirts, both dress and sports, do not put two 
pockets on them, or if they don’t want to go to the expense of sew­ 
ing them on at least put a cut one inside the one pocket. The 
housewife could then sew it on if her husband likes two pockets or 
keep it for a patch.
